Big Packers Exonerated by Garfield. 

The report of Commissioner Garfield 
on the methods under which the business 
of the so called beef trust is conducted 
has been pnblishc*! and a clo.sely printed, 
book of over 3U0 pages is the result of the 
e.xamination to which that industry has 
been subjected. The report is very full 
and complete, every jiliase of the business 
having been investigated with tlie utmost 
care and tlmroughiu*.ss, as is shown by 
exhaustive tables of ligures, with authen- 
ticated facts and statistical data covering 
ulmost every detail of the business. 

.After a careful reading of this report 
it is impossible to arrive at any other con- 
clusion than that for some tinie past 
there has been n great deal said and writ- 
ten about this great industry that has 
had no foundation in fact. It would ap- 
pear that a popular clamor has resulted 
from newspaper comment and the pas- 
sage of many resolutions by those who, 
as plainly shown by the report, were with- 
out any definite information. This 
port, the result of an inquiry in compli- 
ance with a congressional demand upon 
the secretary of commerce and labor, is 
so complete and detailed that, as a whole, 
it will not of course be read by the pub- 
lic at large, but the facts and figures, 
authenticated by government expert ex- 
aminers, which it contains, show Avith 
indisputable certainty thSt tlie hue and 
cry raised during the past year against 
the packer’s has lieen at least unreason- 
able and much of it, indeed, has been 
hysterical. 

These officially ascertained facts are a 
surprise to very many who have been im- 
pressed by the denunciatory language 
they have read and heard for some time 
past, for they now find that, instead of 
the great profits said to be made by, 
western packers, the business is being 
conducted upon a suialler margin of 
profit than that prevailing in any other 
industry. Commissioner tiarfield himself 
says: “The year 1902, instead of being 

one of e.xorbitant profits, as has been 
commonly supposed, AA-as less profitable 
than usual,” and this Avill be remembered 
as the year Avhen the highest prices ruled 
and the packers A\’we being everyAvhero 
accused of extortionate methods. Regard- 
ing this very year Avheu the complaii^s 
of injustice AAcre the loudest and tue 
most unanimous, the commissioner says: 
“In fact during the months Avhen the 
prices of beef Avere the liighest, some, at 
least, of the leading packers AA'ere actual- 
ly losing money on cA-ery head of cattle 
slaughtered” for the reason, he con- 
tinues, “it AA'as not possible to ad\’ance 
the prices of beef in full proportion to 
the great ad\ance in the prices of cattle 
at that time.” 

The report also shoAVs that the public 
belief that enormous profits are usually 
characteristic of the beef business is en- 
tirely erroneous, as it proves, after full 
in\estigation, that the maximum net re- 
turn on the several investments Avas two 
and three-tenths per cent, and che mini- 
mum one and eight-tenths per cent. 

The report is much too detailed and 
extensive to attempt any thorough review, 
but it clearly demonstrates that there 
has been a great deal of unnecessary 
alarm on the part of the public as to the 
meat situation and a good deal of loose 
denunciation of packers about Avhose 
methods and Inisiness there has lieen lit- 
tle or no real information. The conclu- 
sions of Commissioner Garfield are aH 
the more valuable as the investigation 
AA’as b}’ no means commenced in anything

Cleveland, O., March 13. — Mrs. Cas- 
sie L. Chadwick was convicted of con- 
spiracy against the Unitod States. 
The jury required only brief delibera- 
tion to find her guilty on all of the 
seven counts of the indictment on 
which she was tried.

Mrs. Chadwick 
collapsed completely when the fateful 
Avorils were read to her, and for a half 
hour her pitiful sobs and outcries rang 
through the deserted federal building 
like the v.ailing of a lost' soul. 

“I’m not guilty. Oh! hoAV can they 
say I am?” she shrieked, Avhile her de- 
voted son, Emil Hoover, .and a half 
dozen court attaches strove vainly to 
control her frenzied plunges. 

Case Tg Be Appealed. 

In speaking of the verdict of the 
jury in the trial of his client., Mrs. 
Chadwick, J. P. Dawley, her senior 
counsel, said that the verdict was not 
according to the terms of the indict- 
ment and that the case would be ta- 
ken to the court of appeals at Cincin- 
nati as soon as possible. 

Mr. Dawley saw Mrs. Chadwick for 
a time at the jail Sunday and said 
she was somewhat prostrated over the 
verdict, but he assured her that he felt 
there was good grounds for hoping for 
a reversal of the verdict and that this 
information cheered Mrs. Chadwick 
considerably. Mr. Dawley said that 
his client had a very unfortunate jury, 
men wholly unacquainted to banking 
transactions or dealing largely In the 
borrowing of money, etc. If the jury- 
men could have eliminated from their 
minds the impressions they probably 
had formed, and tried the prisoner on 
the one question involved in the in- 
dictment, he felt sure the verdict 
would ha\'e been different.

COUNmOSSES. 

Japanese Troops Cajitnred Over 
40,000 Uurisiaus, Including: 
One Major General. 

RUSSIAN CASUALTIES 30,000.' 



Japanese Losses Since the 20th of 

January to the Morning of .March 
the 12th Were 41,222. 

Trophies Captured: Two Ensigns, 

60 Guns, 60,000 Rifles, 150 Ammu- 
nition Wagons, 1,000 Army 
Wagons and 2,000 Shells. 

Washington, March 13. — The Japan- 
ese legation has received the following 
cablegram from the foreign office at 
Tokio: 

“The armies on the Shakhe quarter 
reported up to Sunday morning the 
following approximate figures, which 
are still increasing: 

“Prisoners, over 40,000, including 
Maj. Gen. Makhimoff; Russian corpses 
on the field, 26,500. Other Russian 
casualties, 90,000. Trophies, two en- 
signs, (>0 guns, 60,000 rifles. 1.50 am- 
munition wagons, 1,000 army wagons, 
200,000 shells, 25,000,000 shots for ri- 
fles, 74,000 bushels of gjain, materials 
for light railroad for 46 miles, 300 
wagons for light road, 2,000 horses, 23 
Chinese carts full of maps, 1,000 Chi- 
nese carts full of clothing; 1 , 000,000 
portions of bread, 150,000,000 pounds 
Df fuel; 223,000 bushels of horse al- 
lowances and 125,000 pounds of hay. 
The report from the Sinking quarter 
has not yet been received.” 

Prior to the receipt of the foregoing 
telegram the Japanese legation re- 
ceive<l the following cablegram from 
Tokio: 

Hotly Pursuing the Enemy. 

• “ReiKirt received in the afternoon of 
the nth of March. 

“Our various detachments hotly 
pursuing enemy from all directions 
and inflicting considerable damage 
upon him everywhere. Occupied on • 
the afternoon of the 10th of March the 
line extending 13 miles to the north of 
Hun'no and are still continuing pursuit 
on toe nth of March. 

“Qur detachment, which proceeded 
northward on the morning of the 11 th 
of March from the neighborhood of 
Pulio, met a large column of the ene- 
my retreating northwards and after 
hand-to-hand fighting we enveloped 
the column which finally surrendered. 

“Near Mukden we are now engaged 
in clearing remnants of the routed en- 
Bmy, some of whom still continue re- 
sistance, while the others come to sur- 
render. 

“Heaps of Russian corpses are 
found everywhere. 

“According to the report received 
on the night of the 11th of March, the 
number of Russian 'prisoners was es- 
timated up to the 10th of March 20 ,- 
000 , and since then is continuously in- 
creasing. 

“Our total casualties since the 26th 
of February to the morning of the 12th 
of March were 41,222.” 

Heavy Fighting Anticipated. 

Tokio, March 13. — The Japanese 
pursuit of the Russian armies contin- 
ues and a resumption of heavy fight- 
ing in the vicinity of Tie Pass is an- 
ticipated. Tie Pass, which is natur- 
ally strong, has been extensively for- 
tified and it is thought the Russians 
will rally there in an *endeavor to 
check the Japanese. The rapidly ad- 
vancing Japanese already are in touch 
at Tie Pass. The Russians evidently 
are^onfused and exhausted and possi- 
bly are short of food and ammunition, 
and it is believed here they will be 
unable to resist a strong attack.. 

Succeeding field reports increase the 
extent of the Russian disaster. It will 
require months to re-supply and reor- 
ganize the Russian armies. Estimates 
of casualties given by captives reach 
40 per cent. The artillery losses were 
especially heavy. 

TO THE BITTER END. 

The War in the Far East Will Be 
Continued. 

St. Petersburg, March 13. — The im- 
mediate answer of the Russian gov- 
ernment to the defeat at Mukden is 
the announcement that a new army 
will be raised and the forces in the 
far east reorganized; that Vice Adm. 
Rojestvensky will be ordered to sail 
on and try conclusions with Togo .Tnd 
that the war will be prosecuted to the 
bitter end. 

This is the present temper of Em- 
peror Nicholas and his dominant ad- 
visors, voiced in a firm official an- 
nouncement that the position of Rus- 
sia is unchanged and that the initia- 
tive for peace ©an only come from Ja- 
pan. Should the island empire choose 
to tender “moderate” terms and rec- 
ognize its adversary as the power in 
the far east peace could be easily ar- 
ranged. 

Will Recall Gen. Kuropatkin. 

St. Petersburg. March 13. — It has 
been -decided to recall Gen. Kuropat- 
kin. In losing him the army will lose 
the idol of the private soldiers, and 
officer who, in spite of the intrigues of 
his generals and his failure to win a 
battle, has won their confidence and 
affection. 

Leased a Palace. 

St. Petersburg. March 13. — George 
Von L. Meyer has leased the famous 
Kieinmichael palace for his residence 
during his term as American ambas- 
sador here. It is an ifflposing struc- 
ture near the French and other em- 
bassies.

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their swift fire upon the now halted 
column. “Now see ’em take to cover!” 
shout the seasoned ones by the gun- 
side, as the left half battery echoes the 
right, and all the front of Starke’s bri- 
gade is now covered by flashing guns, 
bellowing in chorus, the men, leaping 
in and out to reload, dimly seen 
through the billowing battery smoke, 
and still, screaming and shrieking the 
shells sail high aci'oss the rolling earth 
sea. “See ’em take to cover,’’ indeed! 
Well might they do so, for just be- 
yond the pike the woods lie thick and 
unbroken, but, sudden as the shot, 
each regiment has “fronted” to its 
left. The steel ramrods of the fore- 
most are seen flashing in air. The 
shrill voice of Old Graybeard, spurring 
back to his colors, has yelled the. order 
to load at will, and not until <hey’re 
bitten and poured and rammed and 
capped does he follow that with “Lie 
down!” The right of their line is 
flat on its belly at the edge of the field, 
while sparring, lashing and bounding, 
cannoneers racing alongside like mad, 
a well-handled battery — Gibbon’s own, 
as Poague and Ewell more than sus- 
pect — the beloved of the brigade out 
on the field, comes “front into line” 
at a breakneck pace, whirls without 
halting its bronze beauties about, and 
in another moment the loud-ringiig 
“light twelves” are out-bellowing tie 
trio of batteries blazing there northweft 
of Groveton, sweeping their sections 
with “spherical case.”

Into their saddles leap the field, 
staff and commanders. The sun has 
gone down; the dusk is at hand, the 
night must not come until that stub- 
born brigade has been swept from the 
earth. Who shall do it, Ewell or Talia- 
ferro? 

From the westward now, from the 
far right flank, a daring battery whips 
out on the field and unlimbers where 
its guns can enfilade Gibbon’s tri- 
umphant boomers, and young Talia- 
ferro’s little brigade, till now held in 
rear, goes striding off behind its fel- 
lows, and so on to the extreme right 
as though in support And still it is 
a battle of guns and gunners, for Jack- 
son holds his hounds in leash, “down 
charged” at heel, crouched at the edge 
of the woods. 

And then comes the surprise of the 
day, the event of the hour, the marvel 
of the campaign. Even as Ewell and 
Taliaferro are deciding that the mo- 
ment has come for attack, lo! to the 
amaze of the men of the Stonewall 
brigade, still the extreme right of the 
line, there is a glint of steel in the op- 
posite grove and a dark column bursts 
from the depths of the wood.

complished ? What ha.s he not done this 
night bttt blunder? All he had to do 
was to remain there in concealment 
beyond that unfinished railway grade, 
resting in the shady woods, and, all 
unconscious of his presence, the union 
brigades would have passed him by, 
leaving Ricketts far in the rear to be 
cut off, crushed or captured. But the 
sight of 6,000 Yankees marching along 
almost parallel to his front, all unsup- 
ported, was too much for even such 
f)iety as Jackson’s. Ordinarily he had 
done wonders with a dozen regiments 
nearly as small as these. To-night he 
sends in twice that number to assail 
a smaller force, and is fought to a' 
stand within an hour. He has gained 
nothing. He has lost one-third of his 
best and bravest — his Virginians. He 
has betrayed his position to the ene- 
my, for Sigel, away to the southeast, 
has heard the sound of battle, and Mc- 
Lean, brave leader of one of his few 
American brigades, watches the des- 
perate struggle from Ladue’s old look- 
out at the Henry house, and Pope, 
skillfully directing his diverging col- 
umn to trap Jackson at Centreville, 
hears over the left shoulder, far over 
Bull Run, the furious cannonade a long 
league behind him, the storm of a 
battle that only dies out at nine, but 
that tells him the tale of one more 
trick of Jackson’.s — the time-honored 
tale of the Irishman’s flea. 

But it opens Pope’s otherwise blinded 
eyes, changes in toto his plans for the 
morrow, and bids him turn his col- 
umns on Groveton. Jackson’s blunder 
has taken much from his own fame, 
added much to those of another, and 
given the Badgers and Hoosiers the 
title they rejoice in ever thereafter — 
the name of the Iron Brigade. 

Sore times are these, this black, 
moonless night, as, within hailing dis- 
tance of each other, officers and men 
of the opposing forces go groping about 
with glimmering lights, looking for 
friends among the slain. Sad hearts 
are these beating in the bosoms of the 
group of union generals in the fence 
corner back of the moaning wood, for 
it is full of wounded. The regimental 
commanders are slowly withdrawing 
their wearied men to the line of the 
pike, leaving strong pickets to protect 
the surgeons and their stretcher-bear- 
ers at the front. It is a dramatic scene 
when that dark-eyed soldier, com- 
mander of the Seventh, rides in to re- 
port to his brigade chief concerning 
the regiment that caustic “regular” 
has sometimes misjudged. “What do 
you think of the Seventh now?” is the 
irrepressible question just before the 
colonel slips, fainting, from his saddle, 
and then and not until then permits 
it to be known that all the time as ha 
held his men to their desperate work, 
he sat his horse, pierced through both 
thighs by Enfield bullet, his boots run- 
ning over with blood. Old Graybeard 
of the Sixth, too, is shot through the 
leg, and Gibbon has borrowed his 
right-hand man, the tall, brainy ad- 
jutant, and the Sixth feels berelft, 
though it, too, falls into soldier han^. 
But the Black Hats and the Hoosiert 
have lost more than all.

Schistler had brooded over his trou- 
bles with the Fill family, who were 
immediate neighbors, and started for 
the Pill home. Fill saw Schistler ap- 
proaching and tried to avoid him by 
entering the house, but Schistler sent 
a bullet into his brain. 

Went To Husband's Aid. 

Mrs. Fill rushed to her husband’s 
side and was instantly killed by a bul- 
let from Schistler’s rifle. Schistler 
then set fire to the Fill home, which 
was destroyed. A son of the Fills is 
missing and is believed to have per- 
ished in the flames. 

Schistler returned to his own home 
apd barricaded himself inside. In the 
meantime neighbors appe.ared on the 
scene but quickly retreated when bul- 
lets from Schistler’s rifle began fall- 
ing near them. A telephone message 
was sent to iiolice headquarters and 
an ambulance with Police Surgeon 
Dulin, Capt. Bohanna and three offi- 
cers went to the scene. * 

Upon the arrival of the officers and 
before they could leave the ambulance 
a rain of bullets fell about them. Du- 
lin aud Bohanna fell to the flfior of 
the ambulance wounded. The driver 
reined his horses when another shot 
from Schistler’s rifle dropped one of 
the animals to the ground. With the 
assistance ,of spectators the wounded 
men were removed from the scene. 

Shot Three Times. 

Dulin was shot three times, one in 
each leg and another time in the left 
thigh. His condition is critical. Bo- 
lianna received a bullet in the leg but 
is not dangerously hurt. 

A call for reinforcements brought 
all the available men from police head- 
quarters and the sheriff’s office, and a 
consultation was held to formulate a 
plan to capture Schistler. Firing 
squads were stationed in nearby 
houses and a larger force was placed 
in a ixirtable fort made of baled hay 
piled uix>n a hay wagon. During the 
preliminary arrangements Schistler 
kept up a continuous fire in all direc- 
tions. This was returned by the offi- 
cers and hundreds of shots were ex- 
changed. Mike Kelly was slightly 
wounded. Finally Schistler ceased 
firing and the 1iay wagon fort was 
moved cautiously toward the house. 
’When the attacking force reached the 
front gate without a shot being fired, 
one of the officers stepped out into 
view, thinking to draw the fire of 
Schistler if he were still alive. None 
came, and, with a rush, the officers^ 
charged the house and battered down 
the door. They found Schistler lying 
upon a bed bleeding from several 
wounds. He died soon afterward. It 
is not known whether he was hit by 
bullets from the weapons of the pur- 
suing party or committed suicide.
